Revolution according to Webster is “the overthrow of a 
government, form of government, or social system, with another 
taking its place.” This definition is true in countries where there is 
no middle class, only rich and poor, where revolution is a life oz 
death commitment. Revolution in this sense does not apply in the 
United States. Revolution here means change - social, economic and 
political change. It takes a concerted effort by groups of people to 
bring about the change. The seminal chicano Revolution started in 
1848 when the United States took this land from Mexico. It has 
been slow in germinating but has been nurtured by the greed and 
racial discrimination of the White man. 

The Revolution is upon us. The Blacks have shown us that a 
minority can effect change in our social system. Unfortunately, it 
took violence to create an awareness in the Anglo society of the 
conditions under which the Blacks lived. They szid “Basta!”’; Cesar 
Chavez said “Basta!”; high schools in East Los Angeles said 
“‘Basta!”’; Chicanos all over are saying “Basta!’’. But our Revolution 
must be more than just a social change. We must also have a 
revolution in our minds to coincide with the physical one outside: 


“In every Revolution, however, there are wars that ere fought 
within the minds of men that have little or nothing to do with the 
fighting outside. The teachers, writers, poets and artists would ... 
discuss the ideals of the Revolution and its significance not only for 
Mexico but for all mankind.” 


We must begin to be concerned with Chicanos as a whole, taking 
into consideration the differences that exist within our own culture. 
We, who are a heterogeneous group, we who are suffering the same 
injustices and tyrannies, heartaches and disillusionments, poverty 
and despair that the dominant culture has foisted upon us. Our 
diversity, which has served the Anglo well, has made it next to 
impossible for us to unite. 


Organizations of other ethnic groups have their differences but 
they seem to be able to work together more effectively than do 
Mexican-Americans. Reportedly, there is littl: mutual affection 
between the American Jewish Congress and the Anti-Defamation 
League and yet they are able to present a strong front in working for 
the betterment of the Jewish people. The same willingness and 
ability to unite for the common good is being displayed by the 
NAACP, CORE, and other Negro organizations which, in spite of 
radical internal differences, are working together at local, state, and 
national levels. 

This type of cooperation has not been demonstrated by 
organizations representing Mexican-Americans either in working for 
the common welfare of their own group or in working with other 
minority groups.” 


Due to ill-begotten fate, we have been plagued with disunity. Too 
often we forget that the sadistic and racist Texas Rangers are not at 
odds with the brutal Los Angeles Police Department — on the 
contrary, they support each other. The broiling hot sun that beats 
upon the pickers in the fields of Texas is the same searing, scathing 
sun that penetrates the very bowels of the pickers in the California 
fields. The hunger gnawing at the stomachs of the poor is just as 
painful for those starving in Texas as it is for those starving in 
Arizona or New Mexico. Yet within our cities, faction fights faction; 
within our states, areas fight areas; within our country, state fights 
state. In order to accomplish the goals of our Revolution we must 
learn to put our differences aside, to unite and to present a strong 
front. In the Chicano movement, a definitive set of objectives has 
not been agreed upon. Each faction or area is at odds with each 
other. This disunity is not a new phenomena. It existed as early as 
1849 in California and probably earlier in Mexico and other areas. In 
1849, a committee of delegates was sent to the California 
Constitutional Convention: 


“Contrary to expectation, the Californios did not always act as a 
bloc: in thirty-five important roll calls, they broke rank seventeen 
times.” 


In doing so, they paved the road for their own downfall and 
relegated their descendants and those of Latin Ancestry to inferior 
positions in the Anglo culture. The Anglo did not then distinguish 
between Mexican and other Latin Nationalities, and still does not: 


“It is the destiny of ethnic groups in the United States to be 
thrown together with people of ‘their own kind.’... Yankees simply 
refused to recognize any real distinction between Latin 
Americans.” 


The time has come to pause and reflect, and determine what is 
happening to us. The Anglo will certainly not help us to present a 
unified front to them. Rather they encourage partition, for the 
“divide and conquer” adage still holds true. 

So at this time most of our effort should be directed toward unity 
that would enable us to achieve our goals at an unprecedented pace.

No strict method exists for 
selecting items to be X-rated.

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GIANT SPIDERS, 
GREEN RATS, 
AND PURPLE VAMPIRES

Time and resources have prevented me from attending the San 
Francisco International Film Festival as often as I would like. Last 
year I was able to attend only one event: the first showing in over 
twenty years of the lost classic, “Mystery of the Wax Museum.” This 
year I made it down for the festival’s retrospective tribute to Frank 
Capra, and it was the most rewarding eight hours | can remember 
spending in a theater. 

That’s right, eight hours. The program began at 11 a.m. with 
Capra’s first feature, “The Strong Man” starring Harry Langdon. 
After a brief intermission we saw “You Can't Take It With You” and 
some choice, tantalizing excerpts from fifteen of Capra's pictures 
including “It Happened One Night,” “Lost Horizon,” and “‘Mr. 
Smith Goes to Washington.” Then there was an hour of question and 
answer with Capra himself, and everyone called it a day at 7 p.m. 

Capra’s name is not so well known as it used to be, but he can lay a 
fair claim to the title of the most successful movie director in 
history. His first major success, in 1933, was “Lady for a Day,” for 
which he still thinks (not without some justification) he should have 
won an Oscar. 

His next film was the phenomenal “It Happened One Night.” it 
was the first picture to win the top Oscar which was not tailor-made 
for itby major studio production and promotion (like, say, “Grand 
Hotel’’, “Cavalcade” and “Broadway Melody”). It remains the only 
film to have won the awards for best actor and actress, not to 
mention the other three major ones of picture, director and 
screenplay. “It Happened One Night” was literally an overnight 
block-buster, and Capra followed it with an unprecedented string of 
nine major hits (not just successes—hits) in a row, picking up two 
more Oscars along the way. Not until 1961, with “Pocketful of 
Miracles”, did he suffer a real financial failure 

Capra has often been dismissed as mechanical—usually by those 
who reserve the term “artist” for filmmakers whose ideas they find 
particularly appealing, or ate suspicious of technical polish as 
indicative of shallowness. He is, in fact, exactly as the festival 
program says, the American cinema's greatest humanist-filmmaker 
His films are passionate affirmations of the dignity and worth of 
man, unabashedly sentimental (Note: when one derisive critic 
termed his pictures “Capracorn,” Capra chose to take it as a 
compliment.), and, even if we don’t believe them quite as much as 
we want to, genuinely heartwarming and infectiously funny. 

Capra began his movie career in earnest as a gagwriter for Mack 
Sennett in the early 1920's. In those days, of course, the Keystone 
Studios were a wacky obstacle course in the mechanics and 
economics of comedy filmmeking, and ever since coming to America 
as a six-year-old Sicilian immigrant, Capra had been a quick study. It 
was while wc king for Sennett that he was thrown into collaboration 
with Harry Langdon (after Keaton, Lloyd and Chaplin, the greatest 
of silent comedians). It was this partnership which gained him his 
first success as a director—and when Langdon proved emotionally 
incapable of coping with his massive success—almost ruined Capra’s 
professional reputation. Broke, out of work, denounced by Langdon 
as a two-bit gag man, Capra took a job directing for a fifth-rate 
poverty row studio cailed Columbia Pictures, and established a 
precarious love-hate relationship with Columbia’s president, Harry 
Cohn. 

Capra’s first success was still five years in the future, but already he 
had forced Harry Cohn to give him complete autonomy over his 
productions, even to the extent of re-shooting considerable footage 
on a film he took over from anther director. The tacit confidence 
Cohn displayed in Capra withstood even a couple of early 
money-losers (“The Miracle Woman” and “The Bitter Tea of 
General Yen,” both of which failed to break even when they were 
banned in the British Empire). Finally in 1933, “Lady for a Day” 
put Capra and Columbia in direct competition with the major 
Helly wood studios. The rest is film history 

In his autobiography—one of the richest, funniest, most poignant 
and honest books ever written about hollywood—Capra often refers 
to his ‘one man, one film” method of filmmaking. Years before 
Orson Welles became an intellectual cause celebre, Capra was not 
only demanding and getting complete noninterference in his films, 
but justifying that major concession by giving back commercially 
marketable pictures, His attitude even extended to the U.S. Army in 
World War IL, when he produced the acclaimed “Why We Fight” 
series of documentaries for the Signal Corps. At that time Capra 
virtually told Army brass to either leave him alone to make fiins his 
way or court-martial him and let him go back to the quarter-million 
dollar contract he left behind. 

After the war the “one man, one film” method was marked for 
extinction, doomed by Capra’s increasing anxiety over finances. For 
the first time, as Capra himself is the first to admit, personal 
economics became more important than naking personal films. At 
the festival, when asked to what he attributed his loss of freedom in 
films, Capra simply said, “I lost my freedom because I lost my 
courage.” He discovered, too late, that when you haven't the 
courage to demand artistic freedom, Hollywood will not hand it to 
you. For the first time in his life Capra became a working director, 
making other people’s films the way other people wanted them. 

But at his peak, Frank Capra was the most familiar 
behind-the-camera name in motion pictures. He was the first 
contract director to get his name above the title of his pictures, and 
his doggedly optimistic faith in the little man struck a responsive 
chord in movie audiences durirg the Depressicn, when despair had 
almost become a way of life. Though the products of a tortured, 
panicky period in American history, Capra’s films are truly timeless, 
because, like the more highly-touted works of John Ford, they 
celebrate all of the finer, nobler instincts in man—truth, fellowship, 
courage, dedication, honesty; instincts in which Capra himself 
fervently believes. And as the San Francisco Festival's tribute (which 
gave Capra three thunderous standing ovations) amply 
demonstrated, the persuasion of Capra’s films is not that of a 
smooth, cynical huckster, but that of an honest theme sincerely 
stated.

Ombudsman is here to help: 


Amidst the rainy muck... | 


Amidst the rainy muck and mire of the swampland temporaries, 
behind all the other swampland temporaries, lies the Ombudsman’s 
swampland temporary. 

Located in the extremities of the lost world, Ombudsman Jim 
Holden sits waiting for his next task. The phone rings. On the other 
end a student states his problem and Holden trudges across campus 
in search of solution. 

It’s hard on the feet since everything is on the other side of the 
campus from the Ombudsman’s office. But that’s one of the hazards 
of being Ombudsman. 

The other hazard, at least lately, is loneliness. The Ombudsman 
hasn’t been as busy as he has been in the past. There are two strains | 
of thought explaining this: A) there aren’t any problems on campus | 
and B) a lot of people still aren’t sure what, who, which or why the 
Ombudsman is. The nature of this institution eliminates A, 
therefore, B. 

To best determine what the Ombudsman does, one should first 
realize why he does it. As the number of people at the college 
increases, the need for standardized procedures for processing them 
increases. Often the faculty, administration and staff become more 
concerned with the sanctity of the procedures than the sanity of the 
individual. Those who run into this bureaucratic wall are often lost 
in the rulebook unless there is someone with influence to heip 
present their case 

The powers given him are of investigation and disclosure. While he 
cannot overturn a decision, he can inquire, negotiate and persuade. 
His pcwer, then, is unofficial. 

But, he is independent responsible to no single person or office. He 
is not an apologist for the administration, a spokesman for the 
faculty, a student advocate or watchdog for the staff. He quite 
simply represents anyone who has suffered an injustice. 

The injustice may be a major crisis of just one of the many little 
affronts that build up every day. Whichever it may be, the 
Ombudsman is there to help correct the situation. He exists for 
everyone’s use, not just the students’ even though the service was 
primarily designed for their use. . 

The Ombudsman’s services, Holden emphasizes, are available to any 
student, faculty member, staff member or administrator who desires 
them. The only requirement is a trek across the campus to building’ 
TLL—6. Or, if dry feet are preferable, the phone number is 
454-6681.
